Rumors that over a hundred 
men had been laid off were con- 
tradicted at the Davis Leather 
Co. offices today. Of a total pay- 
roll of 340 employees about 25 
have been laid off. The Era was 
informed. 

Nevertheless, the Davis 
Leather Co., together with other 
Canadian leather manufacturers, 
iJ hard hit by an import ban 
placed on Canadian leather by 
Britain. The purpose of the ban 
is to preserve gold and exchange. 
The embargo does not apply to 
other empire countries, which 
arc on sterling instead of the 
dollar. 

The action of the British 
government is a severe blow to 
the Canadian tanning industry," 
stated Aubrey Davis, president of 
the company. He said that other 
empire countries maintained 
credit balances in London which 
permitted Britons to deal with 
those countries without affecting 
the conservation of gold. Canada 
has no such credit balances, he 
said, because this country is not 
in the sterling bloc. 

A meeting of tanning execu- 
tives took place in Toronto this 
week. A statement issued, after 
setting out that their business 
was largely export and that in 
addition to the British market 
they had lost half their other 
export markets, said: "The meet- 
ing considered the possibility of 
submitting suggestions for relief 
from these United Kingdom im- 
port restrictions. The meeting 
also reviewed the situation re- 
lated to the production of heavy 
leather in Canada suitable for 
military requirements so as to 
place its maximum production at 
the disposal of the Canadian 
tcovernment as required."

Each 
organization has been asked to 
send in one officer and one 
elected or appointed delegate for 
this meeting at 2 p.m., D.S.T. 
Any interested farmer will be 
cordially welcome. „ 

For some time there have been 
reports of the movement on foot 
by the farmers of the country to 
unite all farm organizations 
under one provincial and nation- 
al organization, known now as 
the Federation of Agriculture, 
though formerly called the 
Chamber or Agriculture, because 
its function was to serve the 
farmers in much the same way 
as the Chamber of Commerce 
serves' the industrial organiza- 
tions of the city dwellers. 

On April 1 at the annual meet- 
ing of the dominion organization, 
it was decided to adopt a more 
distinctive name, which would 
also indicate its nature and pur- 
pose. 

The Federation of Agriculture 
is therefore n federation or 
affiliation of all agricultural 
organizations with a view to pro- 
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the farmers of the county, prov- 
ince or dominion can speak. The 
dominion federation embraces 
membership and representation 
on its board from all provinces 
except Quebec, the raaritimes 
being grouped as one, and also 
several national agricultural 
associations. The Ontario organ- 
ization now embraces 13 counties 
and York, if organized, will make 
14.

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-If there is any tiny flickering bright spot in 
the French capitulation it is that when the Allies 
eventually make the new peace — and they 
eventually will— there. will not be the clash of 
purposes that in the last peace spelt eventual 
disaster- * 

Either purpose might have succeeded had it 
had a chance. The French idea was to cripple 
Germany forever, to keep her disarmed and 
down, to keep her in economic and military 
servitude. The American idea, and later the 
British idea (after Lloyd George, his war-win- 
ning job done, had been repudiated) was to give 
decent, democratic-minded Germans a chance to 
make their country a peace-loving member of the 
world family of nations. A mixture of the two 
plans has proved a sorry failure. 

When the Anglo-Saxon nations and their allies 
make this peace '{the only tolerable, alternative, 
and it now seems remote, is the rise of a demo- 
cratic government . in Germany) they will this 
time have a chance to fulfil the hopes of mankind 
for "the parliament of man, the federation of the 
world," unhampered by the spirit of revenge. 
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:Oh yes] we know that people talk again of 
crushing Germany forever, but when the tune 
conies their sense of fair play will cause them to 
think differently. The British and American 
peoples will seek , a settlement of this war in a 
better League of Nations, a form of world govern- 
ment with power to enforce its decisions. : 

• The plan of crushing a defeated foe has never 
worked, yet. Such peoples as the Poles, the 
Czechs, the Slovaks have been crushed for cen- 
turies/but they rose again, and they will rise once 

more. 

. ,'",---■ 

On the other hand ungrudging treatment of a 
defeated foe has almost invariably brought 
worthwhile results. In Canada generous British - 
treatment of the defeated French is the corner- 
stone of this dominion. In South Africa generous- 
treatment of the defeated Boers has not healed 
all the sores opened 40 years ago but has at least 
proved a fair success. To southern Ireland in 

1931 Britain, after centuries of unsuccessful 
crushing and ruling, granted practical independ- 
ence, and today, Eire is lining tip with Britain to 
defend itself against Hitler. Even before the final 
collapse of .the Confederate armies' of the U.S. 
clvjl war president Abraham Lincoln began' to 
talk of conciliation and began to make things as 
easy as possible -for the pride of the soon to be 
defeated southerners, with the result that today 
the United States is solidly united. 

. British greatness is built on the British capacity 
for compromise and cosisideration in the treat- 
; ment of defeated foes and alien races— a genius 
i for government learned in the one-time isolation 
/of -an island home. French bitterness, bred of 
.: a continental position, is foreign to the spirit of 
5 the British peoples... We are sorry for the French 
people today, but wo believe that they can blame

During the last war* Sir Robert Borden 
demanded a voice in British war policy and was 
taken into an imperial war cabinet When the 
armistice came, Sir Robert demanded and was 
granted a seat at the peace table. He secured 

for Canada membership in the League of Nations.

With the retirement of Sir Robert and the rise 
to power of W- h. Mackenzie King Canada has 
taken less interest in world events. Sir Robert 
Borden's liberalism in foreign affairs has not 

flourished in the trusteeship of Mr. King. The 

King government has appointed ministers to 
Washington, Tokio and Paris, but the contribution j 
to foreign affairs has been limited to a rebuke to j 
Dr. Riddell, Canada's delegate to Geneva, for 
suggesting that economic sanctions against Italy 
(invading Ethiopa) should be extended to oil. 
Conservatives have to some extent continued in 
the tradition of Sir Robert Borden in the develop- 
ment of Canada's national status. . Rt. Hon. 
Arthur Meighen, when leader of the Conservative 
party, said that his party, would never again send 
Canadian troops overseas until after the people 
had given their approval, although his party did 
not endorse that position. Rt. Hon. R. B. Bennett, 
as leader of^the Conservative party, pronounced 
the doctrine of "Canada first" in economic rela- 
tions with Britain, and was endorsed by the 

people. 

_ -. = - ■ - - 

Mr. King, we believe, was in the Borden 
tradition when he declined to permit, in peace- 
time, the establishment of a United Kingdom 
flying school in Canada. Mr. King is much 
criticized for that decision now, but that does not 
make him wrong. Our guess is that Sir Robert 
Borden would have made the same decision. 

* 

Canada and the other dominions should have 
membership in an Allied war council, for the 
Allied cause will have to depend to an increasing 
extent on help from the United States and the 
British dominions. There is evidence from time 
to time that British ministers and officials do not 
understand public opinion on the North American 

continent. 

Not long ago Alfred Duff Cooper, who had the 
advantage of a recent \'isit to this country, in 
holding Hitler up to ridicule, said among other 
things that Hitler had not learned to drink 
alcoholic beverages "like a civilized human 
being." Last week a letter was cabled to Canada 
and the United States which had appeared in the 
London Times. It purported to be a letter which 
a young R. A. F. pilot had written, to be sent to 
hid mother in case he should not return from a \ 
raid. Evidently he lost his life, and the British ' 
commanding officer- who censored the letter 
asked the mother's permission to publish it. 
Presumably the British ministry of information 
released the letter. 

Possibly the letter was faked. We would prefer 
to think that it was, for to our mind it expresses 
not the spirit of a typical British soldier but the 
much publicized spirit of N f azi and Fascist youth. 
The philosophy of the letter, which expresses a 
belief in war as a fine, ennobling thing, is 
repugnant to most North Americans and is poor 
propaganda. The letter said, among other things. 
"I still maintain that this war is a very good 
thing; every individual is having a chance to give 
and to dare all for his principle, like the martyrs 
of old . . . f have no fear of death, only a queer 
elation . . . Those who just eat, sleep, prosper 
and procreate are no better than animals if all 
their lives they are at peace . . . But with the 
final test of v/ar I consider my character fully 
developed. Thus at my early age, with my 
earthly mission already fulfilled, f am prepared 
to die . . 
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I wonder if many people share 
my bewilderment these days, as 
standards which we thought the 
bulwarks of our civilization are 
contemptuously tossed aside, by 
a giant steel robot — heartless 
and conscienceless? 

Most of us, even through the 
devastating days of the war of 

1914-13, clung to the concept 
that "right is might;" now we 

have to listen to the slogan 
"might is right," implemented 
by every weapon the Germans 
and Italians can bring into being 
and use. 

Time was when we drove our 
country roads, and, looking at 
the fields with their promise of 
plenty to come, at the gardens 
with their rows of vegetables 
like toy soldiers standing at 
attention, at the flower beds and 
borders, and over all our blue, 
blue Canadian sky, and felt 
"summer is a glorious time." 

We could think of England 
with her flowering hedges and 
rose-hung cottages, the people 
living out their orderly lives and 
spending a day or a week at the 
nearest sea-coast town. 

We could think of Scotland 
with her heather-covered hills 
and glens that have echoed to 
the songs of the Jacobites and 
Covenanters alike, of her lochs 
where the silver salmon flash 
and her great forests where deer 
abound. 

We could think of France — 
gay, delightful France — with her 
lovely boulevards and her people 
dining in the open at the close 
of day, of her art treasures and 
wonderful cathedrals. 

We could think of Norway 
and Sweden with their deep 
fjords and towering cliffs, with 
their quaint towns and hospit- 
able homes. 

Of Holland with its windmills 
and acres of flowers, and Flan- 
ders and Belgium with their 
harnessed dogs and great horses, 
and where the poppies bloomed 
gaily — not between the crosses, 
row on row. 

And in Germany and Italy in 
those far-away days, we knew 
people who went there to study 
music and art and medicine, and 
in Germany to sail the Rhine 
with its old castles and still fam- 
ous vineyards, or who delighted 
in visiting the coliseum in the 
eternal city by moonlight and 

dreaming of the tragedies once 
enacted there.

Deserted are 
they by children and by sight- 
seers— what sights there are are 
grim. 

Scotland's hills and vales echo 
to the sound of the clang of the 
munitions factories as they thun- 
der out their v/ar song. France 
lies broken in body but not in 
spirit; Nazi soldiers fill her 
streets, and defile her holy- 
places, but the soul of France 
lives on and will rise as it has 
done before. 

Denmark and Norway, Holl- 
and and Belgium go sullenly 
about their work on their 
devastated lands. 

No peoples who have been free 
submit to slavery willingly. The 
love of country, the love of 
home, of freedom of speech, 
religion and action is so deep 
rooted in free peoples that like 
yeast it leavens the whole mass 
so that it must rise again — 
stronger, deeper rooted and more 
sure of the Tightness of that 
freedom than ever before. This 
western hemisphere of ours will 
soon be an armed camp too. 
ready to fight for the liberty 
which is our inheritance from 
freedom-loving ancestors. 

Perhaps in the past our paths 
were too much the paths of 
peace. We gave too little 
thought to how dearly through 
the centuries those paths of 
peaceful living were hewn out 
and .paved for our too often un- 
grateful feet to tread. 

We did not cherish them and 
repave with newer ideals of 
rights for all peoples, soon 
enough. We may not have 
thought in broad enough terms 
of what constitutes a neighbor. 
We may not have been able to 
visualize a philosophy of life such 
as animates Nazis and fascists, 
because it is so diametrically 
opposed to our own. 

We are, as never before, open- 
ing our eyes to the problems of 
the world and each one of us, 1 
do not doubt, in his or her heart, 
is trying to find something help- 
ful toward the time when our 
shattered world will be rebuilt. 

We here, in Canada, are a 
small part of our great empire.

Each 
layer must dry before applying 
another and while we would 
prefer a dry atmosphere, prob- 
ably the reason the missionaries 
found this lacquer did not dry 
in America was because the air 
was dry. It will dry only in a 
damp air. If there are no clouds 
or rain about, then wet cloths 
are hung around so that the 
lacquer will dry hard. 

After the lacquering is fin- 
ished, there may be painted 
designs added or inset mother-

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Practically all samples showed 
a phosphorus deficiency, with the 
samples from heavier soils hav- 
ing a fairly satisfactory potash 
level.

The associa- 
tion in addition to holding a seed 
fair, held a series of five war- 
time production meetings during 
the first week of March, with a 
total attendance of over 400.
